USDA  AMENDS  TWO  MILK  ORDERS 
FOR  MICHIGAN,  WISCONSIN  AREAS 


JANUARY  1966 


RECONVENED  HEARING  TO  BE  POSTPONED 
TO  FEBRUARY  15,  1966 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  amended 
the  Michigan  Upper  Peninsula  and  Northeastern  Wiscon- 
sin Federal  milk  marketing  orders,  which  establish  mini- 
mum prices  paid  to  farmers  supplying  milk  to  those  mar- 
kets. The  orders  do  not  regulate  retail  prices. 

USDA’s  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  officials 
said  the  amendments  were  approved  by  more  than  the 
required  number  of  producers  in  each  market.  The  amend- 
ments change  the  prices  farmers  receive  for  bottling  milk 
(Class  I)  for  the  period  January  through  June,  1966,  to 
reflect  the  emergency  increase  granted  recently  in  the 
Chicago  market.  In  effect,  the  Class  I price  in  these  mar- 
kets during  the  six-month  period  will  be  about  18  cents 
per  hundredweight  higher  than  it  would  have  been  under 
present  provisions  of  the  order. 

The  action  was  based  on  evidence  submitted  at  a 
public  hearing  at  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  December  9. 


The  hearing  with  respect  to  proposed  amendments 
to  the  tentative  marketing  agreements  and  to  the  orders 
regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  Madison  marketing  areas,  as  well  as  in  nine  other  mid- 
western  marketing  areas,  which  was  to  have  been  recon- 
vened February  1,  1966  has  again  been  postponed  at  the 
request  of  interested  persons. 

The  hearing  is  now  scheduled  to  be  reconvened  on 
February  15,  1966  at  10:00  AM,  local  time,  in  the  LaSalle 
Hotel,  LaSalle  and  Madison  Streets,  Chicago,  Illinois. 
This  hearing  was  originally  recessed  on  November  3, 

1965  to  be  reconvened  on  November  30.  Requests  for  post- 
ponement changed  the  date  for  reconvening  to  February  1, 

1966  and  finally  to  February  15.
